President  and  Members: 

Education  Code  Section  84040  requires  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  to  provide  for  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  district,  including  an  audit  of  community  college  district  income  and 
expenditures  by  source  of  funds. 

Section  13e  of  the  U.S.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  Circular 
A-128,  Audits  of  State  and  Local  Governments,  also  requires  that  the  audit 
report  be  made  available  by  the  State  or  local  government  for  public 
inspection  within  thirty  days  after  the  completion  of  the  audit. 

On  April  27,  1989  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
890427-Bl  authorizing  amendment  of  contract  with  Deloitte  Haskins+Sells,  CPA, 
and  Quan  &  Arima,  CPA,  Joint  Venturers,  for  audit  of  the  SFCCD  for  the  Fiscal 
Year  1988-89  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $51,000. 

The  auditors  have  now  completed  their  examination  and  the  results 
are  contained  in  "San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  California,  1989  Single  Audit  Report".  A  copy  has  been  sent  to 
each  Governing  Board  member  and  a  copy  has  been  filed  with  the  Secretary  of 
the  Governing  Board. 

Education  Code  Section  84040.3  reads  as  follows:   "Each  community 
college  district  governing  board  shall  review  the  annual  audit  prescribed 
pursuant  to  Section  84040  at  one  of  its  regularly  scheduled  public  meetings; 
and  such  review  shall  be  placed  on  the  agenda  of  such  meeting  pursuant  to 
Section  72121." 

In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  Education  Code  Section  84040.3 
the  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

Adoption  of  Nonresident  Tuition  Fee  Rate  in  Grades  13  and 
14  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1990-91 

President  and  Members: 

California  Education  Code  Section  76140  reads  as  follows: 

"A  community  college  district  may  admit  and 
shall  charge  a  tuition  fee  to  nonresident  students. 
The  district  may  exempt  from  all  or  parts  of  the  fee: 

(a)  All  nonresidents  who  enroll  for  six  or  fewer 
units.  Exemptions  made  pursuant  to  this  subdivision 
shall  not  be  made  on  an  individual  basis;  or 

(b)  Any  nonresident  who  is  both  a  citizen  and 
resident  of  a  foreign  country,  provided  that  the 
nonresident  has  demonstrated  a  financial  need  for  the 
exemption  and  not  more  than  10  percent  of  the 
nonresident  foreign  students  attending  any  community 
college  district  may  be  so  exempted.   Exemptions  made 
pursuant  to  this  subdivision  may  be  made  on  an 
individual  basis. 

A  district  may  contract  with  a  state,  a  county 
contiguous  to  California,  the  federal  government,  a 
foreign  country,  or  an  agency  thereof,  for  pajrment  of 
all  or  a  part  of  a  nonresident  student's  tuition  fee. 

Attendance  of  nonresident  students  shall  not  be 
reported  as  resident  average  daily  attendance  for 
state  apportionment  purposes,  except  as  provided  by 
statute  in  which  case  a  nonresident  tuition  fee  may 
not  be  charged. 

The  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  be  set  by  the 
governing  board  of  each  community  college  district 
not  later  than  February  1  of  each  year  for  the 
succeeding  fiscal  year.   Such  fee  may  be  paid  in 
installments,  as  determined  by  the  governing  board  of 
the  district. 

The  fee  established  by  the  governing  board 
pursuant  to  the  preceding  paragraph  shall  represent 
for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  30  semester 
units  or  45  quarter  units  of  credit  per  fiscal  year 
(a)  the  amount  which  was  expended  by  the  district  for 
the  current  expense  of  education  as  defined  by  the 
California  Community  College  Budget  and  Accounting 
Manual  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States 
Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by  the  Department 
of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding 
fiscal  year  and  divided  by  the  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  students  (including  nonresident 
students)  attending  in  the  district  in  the  preceding 
fiscal  year,  or  (b)  the  current  expense  of  education 
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in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  of  all  districts 
increased  by  the  projected  percent  increase  in  the 
United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by 
the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
and  succeeding  fiscal  year  and  divided  by  the  average 
daily  attendance  of  all  students  (including 
nonresident  students)  attending  all  districts  during 
the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (c)  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  the  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  on 
any  contiguous  district.   However,  should  the 
district's  preceding  fiscal  year  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district 
in  noncredit  courses  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  10 
percent  of  the  district's  total  average  daily 
attendance  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district, 
the  district  in  calculating  (a)  above  may  substitute 
instead  the  data  for  current  expense  of  education  in 
grades  13  and  14  and  average  daily  attendance  in 
grades  13  and  14  of  all  students  attending  in  the 
district. 

The  governing  board  of  each  community  college 
district  shall  also  adopt  a  tuition  fee  per  unit  of 
credit  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  more  or 
less  than  15  units  of  credit  per  term  by  dividing  the 
fee  determined  in  the  preceding  paragraph  by  30  for 
colleges  operating  on  the  semester  system  and  45  for 
colleges  operating  on  the  quarter  system  and  rounding 
to  the  nearest  whole  dollar.   The  same  rate  shall  be 
uniformly  charged  nonresident  students  attending  any 
terms  or  sessions  maintained  by  the  community 
college.   The  rate  charged  shall  be  the  rate 
established  for  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  term  or 
session  ends. 

Any  loss  in  district  revenue  generated  by  the 
nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  not  be  offset  by 
additional  state  funding. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  which  require  a 
mandatory  fee  for  nonresidents  shall  not  apply  to  any 
district  which  borders  on  another  state  and  has  fewer 
than  500  average  daily  attendance." 

For  Fiscal  Year  1989-90,  the  per  semester  unit  nonresident  tuition 
fee  rate  was  $101.   It  has  been  computed  that  the  current  expense  of  education 
for  the  College  Division  (grades  13  and  14)  during  the  Fiscal  Year  1988-89  was 
$2,830.46  per  ADA.  Multiplying  this  by  the  projected  increase  in  the  United 
States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined  by  the  California  Department  of 
Finance  for  the  two  years  of  1.10  and  then  dividing  by  30  semester  units,  we 
arrive  at  $103.78  or  $104  (rounded),  as  the  1990-91  per  semester  unit 
non-resident  tuition  fee  rate. 

The  per  semester  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  computed  for  1990-91 
for  all  districts  statewide  is  $96.   The  per  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  to 
be  established  for  1990-91  by  the  governing  board  of  districts  contiguous  to 
the  SFCCD  is  not  known  at  this  time.   However,  the  1989-90  rates  as  published 
in  the  college  catalogs  are  as  follows:   San  Mateo  $100  per  semester  unit.; 
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Peralta  $96  per  quarter  unit.;  Contra  Costa  $92  per  semester  unit.;  and  Marin 
$101  per  semester  unit. 


The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

PART  1  -  NONRESIDENT  TUITION  FEE 

Section  1  -  That  in  accordance  with  California  Education  Code 

Section  76140,  the  per  semester  unit  nonresident  tuition 
fee  rate  of  $104  is  adopted  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in 
grades  13  and  14  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1990-91. 

Section  2  -  That  nonresident  students  who 

(a)  are  enrolled  in  six  units  or  less  will  not  be  exempt  from 
the  nonresident  tuition  fee;  and 

(b)  are  both  citizens  and  residents  of  a  foreign  country  will 
not  be  exempt  from  the  nonresident  tuition  fee. 

Section  3  -  Paid  nonresident  tuition  fees  shall  be  refunded  for 
coursework  unit(s)  officially  withdrawn,  dropped  or 
reduced  from  a  nonresident  student's  study  list  program  in 
accordance  with  the  following  schedule  for  the  Fall  and  Spring 
academic  semesters: 

— 100%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  for  coursework  unit(s) 
withdrawn,  dropped  or  reduced  prior  to  or  during  the  first 
two  calendar  weeks  of  instruction. 

—  50%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  for  coursework  unit(s) 
withdrawn,  dropped  or  reduced  during  the  third  and  fourth 
calendar  weeks  of  instruction. 

0%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  during  and  after  the 
fifth  calendar  week  of  instruction. 

Tuition  refund  requests  must  be  received  before  or  by  the 
end  of  the  fourth  calendar  week  of  instruction  of  each 
Fall  or  Spring  Semester  for  units  dropped  in  accordance 
with  the  prorated  schedule. 

That  the  refund  schedule  for  short-term  and  Summer  session 
courses  will  be  as  follows: 

— 100%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  for  coursework  unit(s) 
withdrawn,  dropped  or  reduced  prior  to  or  during  the  first 
calendar  week  of  instruction. 

—  50%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  for  coursework  unit(s) 
withdrawn,  dropped  or  reduced  during  the  second  calendar 
week  of  instruction. 
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—  0%  Nonresident  tuition  refund  during  and  after  the 
third  calendar  week  of  instruction. 

Tuition  refund  requests  must  be  received  before  or  by  the 
end  of  the  second  calendar  week  of  instruction  for  units 
dropped  in  accordance  with  the  prorated  schedule. 

PART  2  -  ACCOUNTING  FOR  FEES 

Section  1  -  That  the  nonresident  tuition  fees  collected  shall  be 
deposited  to,  and  checks  for  tuition  refund  be  drawn 
against,  a  separate  connnercial  bank  account  at  the  Ocean  and  Faxon 
Branch  of  the  Bank  of  America,  NT&SA.

President  and  Members: 

Bechtel  Power  Corporation  has  requested  the  District  to  provide  up 
to  74  hours  of  contract  instruction  to  conduct  a  "Managerial  Program",  and  a 
"Secretarial  and  Administrative  Assistant  Certificate  Program",  as  well  as 
other  workshops  on  Bechtel  facilities  for  its  personnel.   Instruction  will 
take  place  on  mutually  agreed  upon  dates  and  times. 

For  all  services  rendered  prior  to  July  1,  1990,  the  District  will 
charge  Bechtel  Power  Corporation  $67.50  for  each  hour  of  instruction.   For  all 
services  rendered  subsequent  to  June  30,  1990,  the  District  may  charge  Bechtel 
Power  Corporation  an  increased  rate  not  to  exceed  an  additional  15%  over 
current  rates.   In  such  event,  fewer  instructional  hours  may  be  scheduled 
during  the  second  half  of  the  contract  period  within  the  contract  cost  limit 
of  $5,000. 

No  District  matching  is  required.

City  College 
Broadcasting  Department  would  like  to  apply  for  this  grant  to  purchase  a 
professional,  computer-controlled  videotape  editing  system. 

The  system  would  be  used  to  teach  students  how  to  do  computer 
editing  which  is  the  standard  in  the  Broadcasting  industry.   Because  of  lack 
of  equipment,  we  currently  cannot  teach  this  aspect  of  video  production; 
however,  the  industry  expects  our  students  to  have  this  skill  to  acquire  a 
job.

II 
Application 

This  Conflict  of  Interest  Code  is  applicable  to  all  designated  employees  of 
the  community  college  district,  including  governing  board  members.   All 
persons  who  hold  the  positions  specifically  enumerated  in  the  following 
paragraph  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  code  and  are  designated 
employees . 

Ill 
Designated  Positions

Designated  positions  shall  be  assigned  to  one  of  the  disclosure  categories  set 
forth  in  Exhibit  "B."  Each  designated  employee  shall  file  an  annual  statement 
disclosing  that  employee's  interest  in  investments,  real  property,  business 
positions,  and  income,  designated  as  reportable  under  the  category  to  which 
the  employee's  position  is  assigned  on  Exhibit  "B."

Filing  Requirements 

Each  designated  employee  recjuired  to  submit  a  statement  of  financial  interests 
shall  file  the  original  with  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  at  such  times  as  is 
required  by  Regulation  18730.

One  area  concerns  the  response  to  the  visiting 
team's  recommendations.   Ten  standards  committees,  under  the  leadership 
of  Sandra  Handler  and  Jim  Cagnacci,  Chairs,  Centers  and  City  College 
Curriculum  Committees,  respectively,  have  been  meeting  all  year  to 
prepare  that  response.   The  other  three  areas  include  organizational 
structure,  leadership  and  coordination  of  the  two  divisions  and 
educational  issues,  all  of  which  are  being  addressed. 

The  interim  progress  report  reflects  the  work  of  many  people 
from  all  segments  of  the  District  led  by  Judith  Moss,  Associate 
Director,  Educational  Planning,  Coordination  and  Research.

AB1725  Staff  Development  funds  provided  by  the  state,  first  in 
1988-89  and  continuing  into  1989-90  and  1990-91,  has  provided  expanded 
opportunities  to  train  employees  of  the  district  in  all  aspects  of  their 
professional  growth.   One  of  the  approaches  to  staff  development  which  has 
been  used  significantly,  and  we  expect  to  continue  to  be  used,  involves 
bringing  in  outside  experts  to  work  with  a  group  for  on§  or  two  days.  In  order 
to  pay  these  presenters  we  enter  into  personal  service  contracts  and  rental  of 
facilities  contracts  when  the  presentation  needs  to  be  made  off  campus.   The 
success  of  the  staff  development  program  has  increased  the  number  of  these 
contracts.   They  are  usually  for  relatively  small  amounts  of  money,  but  still 
involve  the  full  complexity  of  the  approval  process  in  the  district. 

The  district  staff  has  reviewed  this  situation  and  feels  that  the 
quality  of  the  program  can  be  greatly  enhanced  by  reducing  some  of  the 
process  steps  required  in  the  authorizing  of  personal  services  contracts.   Our 
recommendation  is  that  the  Governing  Board  authorize  the  Chancellor 
Superintendent  or  designee  to  execute  contracts  for  personal  services  and 
rental  of  facilities  when  the  amount  of  such  contracts  does  not  exceed  $2500. 
For  amounts  in  excess  of  $2500  the  contracts  will  come  to  the  Governing  Board 
for  approval,  as  they  do  now.   Staff  recommends  the  $2500  level  will  greatly 
facilitate  the  staff  development  program  by  streamlining  the  approval  process.

The  Community  College  Construction  Act  of  1967  and  1980,  California 
Education  Code  Section  81800  et  seq.,  requires  the  submission  of  an  updated 
Five  Year  Capital  Construction  Plan  for  the  District  to  the  Office  of  the 
Chancellor,  California  Community  Colleges,  on  or  before  February  1,  1990. 

The  staff  is  preparing  the  submittal  in  the  prescribed  format  with 
supporting  documentation.   The  basis  of  this  year's  update  is  last  year's 
Capital  Construction  Program  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  at  their 
January  24,  1989  meeting.   Essentially,  the  Proposed  Plan  reflects  the 
carryover  of  District  projects  remaining  disapproved  and  unfunded  by  the 
State,  but  still  needed. 

Only  those  project  needs  included  in  the  previously  District 
approved  programs,  as  well  as  mandated  requirements  (handicapped,  life,  safety 
and  energy  conservation)  were  considered  for  this  submittal.   However,  certain 
modifications  to  individual  projects  were  made  due  to  changed  circumstances 
subsequent  to  previous  Governing  Board  action,  such  as  current  plans  of  the 
District  concerning  future  academic  programs  considered  in  the  light  of  anti- 
cipated revenue;  escalating  construction  cost;  enrollment  projections;  and 
utilization  standards  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Governors,  California  Community 
Colleges.  The  above  factors  have  a  direct  bearing  on  the  nature,  scope  and 
timing  of  proposed  projects  to  assure  consideration  for  State  funding. 

The  resulting  Five-Year  submittal  will  be  consistent  in  content  and 
principle  with  previous  plans  adopted  by  the  Governing  Board  and  expectations 
of  the  level  of  State  support;  therefore,  the  following  resolution  is 
recommended  for  adoption.

On  June  17,  1986,  the  Governing  Board  adopted  Resolution  No. 
860617-B5  authorizing  the  SFCCD  to  enter  into  a  Joint  Powers  Agreement  with 
the  Schools  Excess  Liability  Fund  (SELF)  for  the  purpose  of  participating  in  a 
Joint  Powers  Agency  for  Self -funding  of  Excess  Liability,  effective  June  30, 
1986. 

On  November  17,  1987,  the  Governing  Board  passed  Resolution  No. 
871117-B9,  amending  the  Joint  Powers  Agreement  with  SELF  authorizing  SELF  to 
establish  separate  insurance  plans  for  excess  property  and  excess  worker's 
compensation  and  employee  benefit  programs.   The  SFCCD  did  not  elect  to 
participate  in  these  plans,  merely  to  authorize  SELF  to  establish  them  for 
districts  who  did  wish  to  participate. 

Recently  we  received  communication  from  the  SELF  Board  requesting 
that  we  consider  amendment  to  the  JPA  agreement  to  provide  changes  shown  in 
the  attached  "proposed"  agreement. 

The  current  agreement  requires  all  funds  to  be  deposited  with  a 
fiscal  agent  and  is  not  specific  as  to  Board  input  on  the  investment  of  funds. 
In  practice  the  Board  has  directed  this  investment  of  approximately  $10 
million  in  the  local  agencies  investment  fund.   In  addition  the  actuarial 
consultants  to  SELF  have  advised  SELF  that  they  can  reduce  their 
capitalization  requirements  (when  they  establish  new  insurance  plans)  if  they 
establish  an  internal  mechanism  to  loan  reserves  between  plans  when  advisable. 
This  practice  should  lower  costs  to  the  member  districts  without  jeopardizing 
the  financial  stability  of  the  JPA. 

To  these  ends  the  SELF  Board  is  recommending  these  amendments  and 
asks  that  member  districts  accept  them.   These  amendments  have  been  reviewed 
by  staff  of  SFCCD,  the  Board  of  the  State-Wide  Association  of  Community 
Colleges  (SWACC)  and  various  member  districts.   The  recommendations  have  all 
been  positive.   In  order  for  these  amendments  to  be  effective,  SELF  must  have 
the  concurrence  of  a  minimum  of  two-thirds  of  its  members.   March  19,  1990  is 
the  deadline  for  response  to  this  request  from  the  SELF  Board.   Member 
districts  not  responding  by  this  date  will  be  deemed  to  have  rejected  the 
amendment  s .

Dear  SELF  Member: 

On  October  6,  1989  the  SELF  Board  approved  a  recoitimended  change  to  the  Joint 
Powers  Agreement.  To  become  effective  the  change  requires  two  thirds  approval 
of  the  SELF  Membership.  Under  the  agreement  a  lack  of  response  by  the  member 
district  is  counted  as  a  negative  vote.  Enclosed  for  your  consideration  is  the 
recommendation  as  presented  to  the  Board,  and  a  complete  copy  of  the  Joint  Powers 
Agreement  showing  the  proposed  changes  in  Section  V.,  underlined. 

Your  assistance  in  placing  this  item  on  your  board  agenda  for  action  at  its  next 
regular  meeting  will  be  appreciated.  Please  contact  SELF'S  Executive  Director 
if  you  have  any  question  on  the  material  or  need  help  in  presenting  this  matter 
to  your  board.  The  agreement  requires  that  a  deadline  be  established  for 
completion  of  this  certification  process,  the  Board  has  established  March  19, 
1990  as  the  final  date  for  sxabmitting  your  response. 

The  ability  to  loan  funds  between  plans  to  meet  immediate  financial  needs  can 
have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  actuarially  established  funding  requirements  for 
all  SELF  Plans.  It  could  also  postpone  or  even  avoid  the  need  for  retrospective 
assessments  that  are  allowed  by  the  agreement  when  fxinds  are  not  adequate  to  meet 
ill  timed  or  excessive  losses.  Insurance  companies  often  use  this  mechanism  to 
stabilize  their  rates,  and  it  is  becoming  common  with  public  entity  Joint  Powers 
Agencies  to  do  so  as  well.  The  Board  urges  your  support  for  this  proposed  change 
which  we  feel  will  enhance  our  ability  to  bring  you  the  broadest  coverage 
programs,  at  the  lowest  possible  cost.

REASON  FOR  CONSIDERATION:  ACTION

BACKGROUND 

The  current  agreement  requires  all  funds  to  be  deposited  with  a 
fiscal  agent  and  is  not  specific  as  to  Board  input  on  the 
investment  of  funds.  In  practice  the  Board  has  directed  the 
investment  i.e.  $10  million  in  the  Local  Agencies  Investment  Fund. 
Actuaries  have  also  discussed  the  reduction  of  capitalization 
charges  if  we  were  able  to  loan  surplus  funds  between  plans. 

STATUS 

The  Executive  Director  has  been  directed  to  prepare  a  proposed 
amendment  to  this  agreement.   Following  is  the  proposed  amendment. 

RECOMMENDATION 

That  new  paragraphs  D  and  E  be  added  to  Section  V.  Finance  (and 
Investments) . 

D.  The  "Board"  shall  have  the  authority  to  recommend  to  the 
designated  fiscal  agent  that  funds  not  necessary  for  the  immediate 
operation  of  SELF,  be  invested  in  such  investments  as  are  permitted 
by  law.  The  "Board"  shall  designate  the  amount  and  term  of  the 
funds  that  can  be  committed  to  long  term  investments. 

E.  No  claim  or  obligation  shall  be  paid  from  one  "Plan"  to  meet 
the  obligation  of  another  "Plan"  with  the  following  exception: 

1.  If  an  immediate  need  arises  to  pay  an  obligation  from  a 
"Plan"  with  insufficient  funds  to  meet  such  obligation, 
the  "Board"  may  authorize  the  loan  of  a  portion  of  the 
surplus  funds  of  other  "Plans"  to  meet  such  obligation.

3.  Members  of  the  "Plan"  to  which  the  loan  is  made  may  be 
assessed  for  the  amount  of  the  principle  and  interest  of 
such  loan  pursuant  to  Paragraph  B  of  this  section.

JOINT  EXERCISE  OF  POWERS  AGREEMENT 

AMONG  SPECIFIED  PUBLIC  EDUCATIONAL  AGENCIES 

FOR  THE  MANAGEMENT,  OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  A 

SCHOOLS  EXCESS  LIABILITY  FUND 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Title  I,  Division  1 ,  Chapter  5, 
Article  1  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California 
(commencing  with  Section  6500  thereof)  relating  to  the  joint 
exercise  of  common  powers,  this  Agreement  is  entered  into  among 
those  public  educational  agencies  as  defined  in  this  Agreement, 
which  are  or  may  hereafter  become,  parties  to  this  Agreement  for 
the  purpose  of  operating  an  authority  to  be  known  and  designated 
as  "Schools  Excess  Liability  Fund"  hereinafter  referred  to  as  SELF. 

WITNESSETH 

WHEREAS,  the  public  interest  requires  and  it  is  to  the  mutual 
benefit  of  the  parties  hereto  to  join  together  to  establish  and 
operate  a  cooperative  program  of  self  funding  and  risk  management 
for  excess  liability,  property,  workers'  compensation  and  other 
plans,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  operating  of  such  a  cooperative  program  is  of 
such  magnitude  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  parties  to  this 
Agreement  to  join  together  to  accomplish  the  purposes  hereinafter 
set  forth,  and 

WHEREAS,  each  of  the  public  educational  agencies  which  is  a 
party  to  this  Agreement  has  the  power  to  establish,  manage,  operate 
and  maintain  a  program  of  excess  self  funding  for  liability, 
property,  workers'  compensation  and  other  plans,  and 

WHEREAS,  Title  I,  Division  7,  Chapter  5,  of  the  California 
Government  Code  authorizes  the  joint  exercise  by  two  or  more  public 
agencies  of  any  power  which  is  common  to  each  of  them; 

NOW  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  mutual 
advantages  to  be  derived  therefrom  and  in  consideration  of  the 
execution  of  this  Agreement  by  other  public  educational  agencies, 
each  of  the  parties  hereto  does  agree  as  follows: 

I .     DEFINITIONS 

Unless  otherwise  stated  herein,  for  purposes  of  this 
agreement  the  following  words  shall  have  the  meanings 
stated: 

A.    "Claim"   means   that   portion   of   a   settlement, 
judgment,  compromise  and  release,  award  or  claim,

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which  exceeds  or  is  likely  to  exceed  the  retained 
limit  as  specified  in  the  appropriate  Memorandum  of 
Coverage.  Claim  costs  shall  include  expenses  as 
defined  in  such  Memorandum  of  Coverage. 

B.  "Bylaws"  means  the  bylaws  by  which  SELF  is  to  be 
governed. 

C.  "Board"  means  the  Board  of  Directors  of  SELF  as 
established  by  this  Agreement. 

D.  "Fiscal  year"  means  the  period  of  time  commencing 
on  July  1  and  ending  June  30. 

E.  "Party"  means  a  public  educational  agency  which  is 
a  party  to  this  Agreement. 

F.  "Public  educational  agencies"  means  any  public 
school  district,  community  college  district,  county 
board  of  education/county  superintendent  of  schools, 
regional  occupational  program/centers,  or  joint 
powers  agencies/authorities  serving  the  interests 
of  any  of  the  above. 

G.  "Fund"  means  a  sum  of  money  established  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  this  Agreement.  A  separate 
fund  shall  be  established  for  each  plan. 

H.  "Plan"  means  liability,  property,  workers'  compensa- 
tion, or  other  self -funded  coverage  authorized  by 
the  Board. 

I.  "Retained  limit"  means  the  amount  of  paid  claim 
liability  for  which  each  party  to  this  Agreement  is 
responsible  on  a  per  occurrence  basis. 

J.  "Excess  coverage"  means  the  amount  of  coverage 
provided  by  SELF  in  excess  of  the  retained  limit  as 
specified  in  the  appropriate  plan  Memorandum  of 
Coverage. 

K.  "Member"  means  a  person  duly  elected  or  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  Board. 

L.  "Memorandum  of  Coverage"  means  a  document  specifying 
terms,  conditions,  coverages,  and  limits  of 
liability  for  each  plan  operated  by  SELF. 

M.  "Average  Daily  Attendance"  (ADA)  means  prior  year 
lottery  ADA  plus  summer  school,  plus  apprentice 
programs .

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II.     PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Agreement  is  to  establish,  operate, 
and  maintain  programs  of  self-funding  for  excess 
liability,  property,  workers'  compensation  and  other 
plans,  approved  by  the  Board,  the  function  of  said 
programs  being  within  the  power  common  to  each  of  the 
parties  to  this  Agreement. 

III.     ADMINISTRATION  OF  PROGRAM 

A.  Administrator:  The  administrator  of  this  Agreement 
shall  be  the  Board. 

B.  Administration:   The  Board  shall,  either  directly 
or  by  contract,  perfoinn  the  following  services: 

1.  Provide  for  payments  of  claims  in  accordance 
with  this  Agreement. 

2.  Establish  yearly  contributions  and  loss 
reserves  for  each  plan  and  return  of  contribu- 
tions, if  appropriate. 

3.  Provide  a  strict  accountability  of  all  funds 
for  each  plan  and  a  report  of  all  receipts  and 
disbursements . 

4.  Provide  for  pooled  excess  coverage  above  the 
retained  limit  as  specified  in  the  appropriate 
plan  Memorandum  of  Coverage. 

5.  Provide,  when  necessary,  for  legal  representa- 
tion in  defense  of  claims  expected  to  exceed 
the  retained  limit. 

6.  Provide  for  annual  audit  of  the  Funds  by  an 
independent  Certified  Public  Accountant;  copies 
of  such  audit  to  be  distributed  to  all  parties 
hereto. 

7.  Provide  for  management  reports,  including  but 
not  limited  to,  actuarial  analyses,  claims 
audits  and  special  reports;  all  said  reports 
to  be  distributed  to  all  parties  hereto. 

8.  Prepare  and  maintain  claim  files  and  other 
records  and  cause  same  to  be  retained. 

9.  Provide  for,  when  necessary,  investigation  of 
claims. 
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10.  Provide  information  in  defense  of  claims. 

11.  Authorize  the  allowance,  compromise,  settlement 
or  rejection  of  claims. 

12.  Prepare  all  notices  and  reports  and  otherwise 
prepare  all  matters  necessary  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  state  law  and  other  legal 
directives. 

13.  Prepare  a  Policy  and  Procedures  Operating 
Manual  to  be  followed  by  each  of  the  parties 
hereto. 

14.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Agreement, 
the  Board,  in  administering  this  Agreement, 
shall  have  the  authority  to  make  and  enter  into 
contracts,  employ  agents  and  employees, 
acquire,  hold  and  dispose  of  real  and  personal 
property,  incur  all  debts,  liabilities  or 
obligations  as  is  necessary  to  administer  and 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  agreement. 

15.  Establish  bank  account  and/or  trust  funds  as 
appropriate. 

16.  Provide  procedures  for  election  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

17.  Provide  for  other  services  as  necessary. 

IV.     TERM  OF  AGREEMENT 

This  agreement  shall  continue  in  effect  until  it  is 
rescinded  by  mutual  consent  of  all  parties  or  terminated 
as  herein  provided. 

A.  Eligibility:  Public  educational  agencies  within 
California  may  become  parties  to  this  Agreement  upon 
application  to  and  approval  of  the  Board.  Parties 
may  participate  in  any  one  or  more  self-funded  plans 
operated  by  SELF. 

B.  Successors:  Should  a  party  to  this  Agreement 
reorganize  in  accordance  with  state  law,  the 
successor  or  successors  in  interest  to  such  party 
may  be  substituted  as  a  party  or  parties  to  this 

^  Agreement,  and  such  substitution  shall  become 
effective  upon  the  filing  with  the  Board  of  an 
assignment  by  such  party  to  its  successor  or 
successors  in  interest  of  all  of  said  party's  rights 
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and  obligations  hereunder,  provided  such  assignment 
is  fully  executed  by  the  party  to  this  Agreement  and 
its  successors. 

V.     FINANCE  AND  INVESTMENTS 

Each  party  to  the  Agreement  shall  pay  to  the  fiscal  agent 
designated  by  the  Board  each  fiscal  year  an  amount 
calculated  pursuant  to  Paragraph  III.B.2,  as  the 
established  yearly  contribution  for  each  plan  in  which 
a  party  participates. 

A.  Contribution  Schedule:  Contributions  shall  be  made 
in  advance  based  on  the  established  yearly  amount 
calculated  by  the  Board.  Contributions  shall  be 
determined  using  appropriate  actuarial  principles. 

B.  Additional  Contributions:  Should  claims  against  or 
by  the  parties  to  any  plan  exceed  the  amount 
available  for  the  payment  of  such  claims,  then  each 
party  to  such  plan  shall  be  required  by  the  Board 
to  contribute  an  additional  pro-rated  amount 
sufficient  to  meet  the  claims  liability. 

C.  Loss  Payments:  Claims  will  be  paid  on  behalf  of  a 
covered  party  pursuant  to  the  appropriate  plan 
Memorandum  of  Coverage. 

D.  The  "Board"  shall  have  the  authoritv  to  recommend 
to  the  designated  fiscal  agent  that  funds  not 
necessary  for  the  immediate  operation  of  SELF,  be 
invested  in  such  investments  as  are  permitted  bv 
law.  The  "Board"  shall  designate  the  amount  and 
term  of  the  funds  that  can  be  committed  to  long  term 
investments. 

E.  No  claim  or  obligation  shall  be  paid  from  one  "Plan" 
to  meet  the  obligation  of  another  "Plan"  with  the 
following  exception: 

1.  If  an  immediate  need  arises  to  pav  an  obliga- 
tion from  a  "Plan"  with  insufficient  funds  to 
meet  such  obligation,  the  "Board"  may  authorize 
the  loan  of  a  portion  of  the  surplus  funds  of 
other  "Plans"  to  meet  such  obligation. 

2.  The  "Board"  shall,  at  the  time  the  loan  is  made 
establish  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  charged 
to  the  "Plan"  receiving  the  loan  proceeds.  The 
"Board"  shall  consider  the  prevailing  prime 
rate  as  well  as  yield  on  other  investments  in 
determining  such  interest  rate.   The  interest 
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shall  accrue  to  the  benefit  of  the  "Plan" 
making  the  loan. 

3.  Members  of  the  "Plan"  to  which  the  loan  is  made 
may  be  assessed  for  the  amount  of  the  principle 
and  interest  of  such  loan  pursuant  to  Paragraph 
B  of  this  Section. 

VI .     COVERAGE 

Coverage  shall  be  as  established  in  the  appropriate  plan 
Memorandum  of  Coverage. 

VII.     WITHDRAWAL  OF  A  PARTY 

A  party  to  this  agreement  may  cease  to  be  a  party  hereto 
or  may  discontinue  participation  in  any  plan  and  may 
withdraw  as  a  party  to  this  Agreement  or  from  any  plan 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided: 

A.  Three  Fiscal  Years  Participation:  No  party  to  this 
Agreement  may  withdraw  from  a  plan  until  it  has  been 
a  party  to  such  plan  for  at  least  three  (3)  full 
fiscal  years. 

B.  Intention  to  Withdraw:  To  effect  withdrawal  from 
this  Agreement,  or  any  plan  in  which  a  party  is 
participating,  such  party,  by  its  governing  body, 
shall  adopt  a  resolution  of  intention  to  withdraw. 

C.  Notice  of  Intention  to  Withdraw:  A  party  that 
intends  to  Withdraw  shall  cause  to  be  sent  to  the 
Board  a  true  copy  of  the  resolution  of  its  governing 
body  stating  its  intention  to  withdraw. 

D. .  Time  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Withdraw:  Not  later 
than  the  first  day  of  October  before  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year,  a  party  that  intends  to  withdraw 
shall  serve  its  notice  of  intention  to  withdraw  upon 
the  Board,  in  the  manner  provided  herein  for  the 
giving  of  such  notice. 

E.  Effective  Date  of  Withdrawal:  The  effective  date 
of  a  party's  withdrawal  shall  be  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  it  gave  the  notice  of  intention 
to  withdraw. 

F.  Where  Monies  are  Due  from  the  Withdrawing  Party: 
^       The  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  grant  to  a 

withdrawing  party  a  grace  period  of  up  to  three  (3) 
years  within  which  to  pay  any  monies  determined  to 
be  due  from  the  withdrawing  party. 
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G.  Continuing  Obligations  of  a  Withdrawing  Party: 
Parties  withdrawing  from  a  plan  may  be  entitled  to 
a  refund  of  accumulated  plan  reserves  under  certain 
conditions.  After  considering  reserves  for  claims 
reported  and  claims  incurred  but  not  reported,  the 
Board  will  make  a  determination  after  five  (5)  years 
regarding  the  overall  fiscal  impact  on  the  plan 
pool.  In  addition,  the  withdrawal  of  a  party  from 
a  plan  shall  not  relieve  such  party  of  any  obliga- 
tions that  such  party  otherwise  has  in  connection 
with  claims  which  arose  while  said  withdrawn  party 
was  a  party  to  such  plan. 

TERMINATION  OF  AGREEMENT 

The  governing  bodies  of  the  parties  may  determine  that 
the  public  interest  will  not  be  served  by  the  continuance 
of  this  Agreement.  In  such  event,  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3) 
vote  of  the  total  number  of  parties  voting  in  favor  of 
termination,  this  Agreement  shall  be  terminated  effective 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  specified  by  such  parties 
at  the  time  of  voting. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  PROPERTY  AND  MONIES  UPON  TERMINATION  OF 
THIS  AGREEMENT 

A.  Reserve  Account:  Upon  any  termination  of  this 
Agreement,  the  Board  shall  provide  or  cause  to  be 
provided  plan  reserve  accounts  for  a  period  of  up 
to  ten  years  for  the  purpose  of  paying  all  legal 
obligations  hereunder,  and  such  obligations  shall 
include  but  not  be  limited  to,  all  payments  required 
to  be  established  for  the  purpose  of  paying  claims, 
and  any  other  legal  obligations  incurred  by  the 
Board  pursuant  to  this  Agreement.  At  the  end  of 
such  period  of  up  to  ten  years,  the  Board  or  its 
designee  shall  make  no  more  payments  in  connection 
with  claims  which  arose  while  the  Agreement  was  in 
effect  and  any  such  liability  reverts  to  the 
individual  parties  to  this  Agreement.  Any  funds 
remaining  in  the  reserve  accounts  after  the  ten  year 
transition  period  shall  be  distributed  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  IX. B. 

B.  Distribution  of  Assets:  Upon  termination  of  this 
Agreement,  all  assets  remaining  after  the  establish- 
ment of  the  reserve  accounts  shall  be  distributed 
to  the  then  current  parties  to  this  Agreement  in 
proportion  to  the  cumulative  paid-in  contributions 
less  cumulative  losses  and  administrative  expenses. 
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4.  There  shall  be  six  elected  members  from  County 
Superintendents'  area  six; 

5.  There  shall  be  one  ex-officio  member  from  the 
State  Community  College  Chancellor's  Office; 
and 

6.  There  shall  be  one  ex-officio  member  from  the 
Office  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction. 

B.  Election:  Each  party  to  this  Agreement  shall  be 
entitled  to  submit  one  ballot  for  the  election  of 
members  and  alternates  within  its  area.  Elected 
Board  members  shall  begin  their  term  of  office  July 
1,  following  the  election. 

C.  Term  of  Office:  Elections  shall  be  held  every  two 
(2)  years.  Except  for  the  first  election,  each 
member  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  four  (4)  years. 
For  the  first  election,  areas  1,  2,  and  half  of  the 
members  from  areas  5,  6  and  the  Community  Colleges 
shall  be  elected  for  two  (2)  year  terms.  Members 
from  areas  2  and  4 ,  and  the  remaining  members  from 
areas  5,  6  and  the  Community  Colleges  shall  be 
elected  for  the  full  four  (4)  year  term. 

D.  Vacancies  of  the  Board:  In  the  event  that  a  member 
is  unable  to  fulfill  his/her  term  of  office,  the 
member's  alternate  shall  serve  as  member  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  of  office. 

E.  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act:  All  meetings  of  the  Board, 
including  without  limitation,  regular,  adjourned 
regular,  and  special  meetings,  shall  be  called, 
noticed,  held,  and  conducted  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Ralph  M.  Brown  Act,  (Gov.  Code 
54950,  et.  seq. ) . 

F.  Quorum:  A  Quorum  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  or  their  alternates. 

G.  Attendance  at  Meetings:  All  members  or  alternates 
shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Board.  If  a  member 
or  alternate  fails  to  attend  two  consecutive 
meetings,  the  Board  may  declare  a  vacancy. 

H.  Voting:  Each  member  or  alternate  shall  be  entitled 
to  cast  one  vote.  A  vote  may  be  cast  only  by  the 
member  or  alternate  who  is  personally  present  at  the 
meeting. 
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I.  Hold  Meetings:  Meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held 
at  least  twice  a  year  or  as  often  as  necessary,  at 
a  time  and  place  as  designated  by  the  Board. 

J.  Board  Officers:  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall 
consist  of  a  chairperson,  vice  chairperson, 
secretary  and  comptroller.  The  Comptroller  is  the 
person  authorized  to  approve  the  drawing  of  warrants 
by  the  designated  county  auditor/controller  to  pay 
demands  against  SELF  pursuant  to  Government  Code 
Section  6505.5.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Board  from  among  themselves  on  a  single  vote  per 
member  basis.  The  term  of  office  for  officers  shall 
be  two  years. 

K.  The  Treasurer  and  Auditor/Controller  of  Los  Angeles 
County  are  hereby  designated  as  the  Treasurer  and 
Auditor/Controller  of  SELF  pursuant  to  Government 
Code  Section  6505.5.  This  designation  is  condi- 
tioned upon  Los  Angeles  County  providing  the 
services  described  in  Government  Code  Section  6505.5 
at  the  rate  charged  all  other  public  entities  in  the 
County  similarly  served.  In  the  event  such 
condition  is  not  met,  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor/Con- 
troller of  another  County  willing  to  provide 
services  under  the  above  condition  shall  be 
designated  by  amendment  to  this  Agreement. 

L.  Notice  of  Meetings:  Notices  of  meetings  shall  be 
sent  by  mail  to  each  member  and  alternate  no  less 
than  thirty  (30)  days  before  regularly  scheduled 
meetings  except  for  special  meetings. 

M.  Conduct  of  Meetings:  Unless  otherwise  determined 
by  the  Board,  the  meetings  shall  be  conducted 
pursuant  to  the  most  current  edition  of  "Robert's 
Rules  of  Order" . 

N.  Minutes:  The  secretary  shall  cause  to  be  kept 
minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  and  shall,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  each  meeting,  cause  a  copy 
of  the  minutes  to  be  forwarded  to  each  member  and 
alternate. 

O.  Expense  Reimbursement:  Members  or  alternates  shall 
receive  reimbursement  for  travel  and  per  diem 
expenses  incurred  in  accordance  with  the  guidelines 
established  by  the  Board.  Members  or  alternates 
shall  not  receive  any  other  foirm  of  compensation. 

P.  Indemnification:  Elected  Board  members  and  their 
alternates  are  indemnified,  by  the  Agreement,  and 
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Self  does  hereby  agree  to  indemnify  and  hold  them, 
and  each  of  them,  severally  and  jointly,  against  and 
free  from  all  claims,  expenses,  demands,  penalties, 
fines,  forfeitures,  judgments,  settlements,  attorney 
fees,  and  any  other  amount  whatsoever  actually  and 
reasonably  incurred  or  threatened  by  reason  of  or 
as  a  result  of  their  official  participations  and 
actions  in  pursuance  of  the  execution  and  admin- 
istration of  the  Agreement  and  the  operation  of  the 
authority  created  hereunder,  including  but  not 
limited  to  amounts  arising  out  of  or  by  any  judicial 
or  quasi-judicial  action  or  proceeding,  whether 
civil,  criminal,  administrative  or  investigative, 
on  condition  that  it  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Board  that  the  indemnitee  acted  in  good  faith 
and  in  a  manner  reasonably  believed  by  him  or  her 
to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  SELF  and  had  no 
reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  his  or  her  conduct 
was  civilly  or  criminally  unlawful.  The  termination 
of  any  proceeding  by  judgment,  order,  settlement, 
conviction,  or  plea  of  nolo  contendere  or  its 
equivalent  shall  not  for  purposes  of  the  Agreement 
of  itself  create  any  presumption  that  the  indemnitee 
did  not  act  in  good  faith  and  in  a  manner  which  he 
or  she  reasonably  believed  to  be  in  the  best 
interest  of  SELF  or  that  such  a  person  had  reason- 
able cause  to  believe  that  his  or  her  conduct  under 
the  circumstances  was  unlawful.  This  provision  of 
indemnity  shall  not  be  construed  to  obligate  the 
fund  to  pay  any  liability,  including  but  not  limited 
to,  punitive  damages,  which  by  law  would  be  contrary 
to  public  policy  or  itself  unlawful.  The  Board  of 
Directors  in  its  discretion  may  provide  for  errors 
and  omissions  insurance  policy  coverage  for  the 
directors  and  officers  and  employees  of  SELF,  at  the 
administrative  expense  of  SELF. 

XII.     AMENDMENTS  TO  THIS  AGREEMENT 

A.  Any  amendments  to  this  Agreement  shall  require  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  participating 
parties  hereto,  subject  to  the  procedures  herein 
provided. 

B.  Proposed  Amendments:  Any  party  to  this  Agreement 
may  at  any  time  propose  amendments  to  this  Agree- 
ment. Any  proposed  amendment  shall  first  be 
submitted  to  the  Board  for  study  and  recommendation. 
The  Board  shall  have  a  reasonable  time  within  which 

**  to  make  such  study  and  to  submit  its  recommendations 
to  the  parties.  Recommendation  for  adoption  of  an 
amendment  shall  occur  at  a  meeting  wherein  two- 
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thirds  (2/3)  of  the  members  are  present  and  at  least 
three-fourths  (3/4)  of  such  members  vote  for 
adoption.  A  copy  of  the  proposed  amendment, 
together  with  the  Board's  report  and  recommendation, 
shall  be  sent  to  all  parties  for  action  by  their 
governing  bodies  either  approving  or  rejecting  the 
amendment.  If  the  proposed  amendment  does  not 
receive  approval  by  vote  of  the  Board,  no  further 
action  is  required. 

C.  Action  on  a  Proposed  Amendment;  When  the  Board 
submits  to  the  parties  a  proposed  amendment  for 
action,  the  Board  shall  specify  thereon  the  deadline 
for  action  by  the  party  or  parties.  Within  the 
deadline  specified,  each  party  shall  consider  the 
proposed  amendment  and  take  action,  either  approving 
or  rejecting  it,  and  a  copy  of  such  action  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Board.  Any  party  that  does  not  file 
a  copy  of  such  action  with  the  Board  within  fifteen 
(15)  working  days  following  the  specified  deadline 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  rejected  the  proposed 
amendment . 

D.  Effective  Date  of  Amendment:  Unless  otherwise 
stated  in  the  amendment,  the  effective  date  of  any 
amendment  shall  be  on  July  1  following  its  adoption. 

XIII.     TORT  LIABILITY 

Section  895.2  of  the  Government  Code  imposes  certain  tort 
liability  jointly  upon  public  entities  solely  by  reason 
of  such  entities  being  parties  to  an  agreement  as  defined 
in  Section  895  of  said  Code.  Therefore,  the  parties 
hereto,  as  between  themselves,  pursuant  to  the  author- 
ization contained  in  Sections  895.4  and  895.6  of  the 
Government  Code,  each  assumes  the  full  liability  imposed 
upon  it  or  any  of  its  officers,  agents,  or  employees  by 
law  for  injury  caused  by  a  negligent  or  wrongful  act  or 
omission  occurring  in  the  performance  of  this  Agreement, 
to  the  same  extent  that  such  liability  would  be  imposed 
in  the  absence  of  Section  895.2  of  said  Code.  To  achieve 
this  purpose,  each  party  indemnifies  and  holds  harmless 
the  other  party  for  any  loss,  cost  or  expense  that  may 
be  imposed  upon  such  other  party  solely  by  virtue  of 
Section  895.2  of  the  Government  Code. 

XIV.     NOTICE  AND  SERVICE  THEREOF 

Any  notice  given  pursuant  to  this  agreement  shall  be  in 
writing  and  shall  be  dated  and  signed. 
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XV.     SEVERABILITY 


Should  any  portion,  term,  condition,  or  provision  of  this 
Agreement  be  determined  by  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction to  be  illegal  or  in  conflict  with  any  law  of  the 
State  of  California,  or  be  otherwise  rendered  unenforce- 
able or  ineffectual,  the  remaining  portions,  terms, 
conditions,  and  provisions  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 


XVI.     MISCELLANEOUS 


A.  The  section  headings  herein  are  for  convenience  only 
and  are  not  to  be  construed  as  modifying  or 
governing  the  language  in  the  section  referred  to. 

B.  Whenever  in  this  Agreement  any  consent  or  approval 
is  required,  the  same  shall  not  be  unreasonably 
withheld. 

C.  By  execution  of  this  Agreement  the  executing  party 
certifies  that  it  has  read  the  currently  adopted 
bylaws,  and  agrees  to  comply  therewith  and  with 
future  bylaws  as  approved  by  the  Board  in  the 
exercise  of  its  powers  under  this  Agreement. 


XVII.     EFFECTIVE  DATE 


This  Agreement  shall  become  effective  as  12:01  a.m.  on 
the  1st  day  it  has  been  executed  by  two  or  more  public 
educational  agencies.

The  City  College  of  San  Francisco  has  for  many  years  used  collection 
agencies  to  assist  with  the  collection  of  delinquent  student  loans.   This 
program  has  proved  to  be  quite  successful  and  the  agencies  have  been  very 
responsible  in  the  handling  of  these  sensitive  accounts.   This  year  staff  has 
been  reviewing  other  accounts  receivable,  included  but  not  limited  to 
non-resident  tuition,  enrollment  fees  and  library  funds  which  the  District  has 
and  we  recommend  that  the  services  of  the  existing  collection  agencies  be 
expanded  to  cover  all  of  the  District's  accounts  receivable. 

Various  collection  agency  contracts  have  been  reviewed  and  they  are 
quite  similar  in  their  fees.   Since  we  have  good  experience  with  the 
collection  agencies  for  the  student  loan  program  it  is  recommended  that  these 
contracts  be  extended  to  include  the  other  District  accounts  receivable.   The 
College  currently  contracts  with  United  Collection  Corporation  and  with 
Financial  Collection  Agencies  for  delinquent  collections.   Each  of  these 
agencies  charges  a  commission  of  33-1/3%  on  the  first  referrals  up  to  and 
including  litigation,  as  well  as  commission  charges  of  50%  on  the  second 
referrals  up  to  and  including  litigation  for  all  amounts  collected  during  the 
term  of  the  agreement.   These  are  standard  contractual  conditions  common  to 
all  contracts  with  collection  agencies  and  the  contracts  can  be  terminated  at 
any  time  at  the  District's  request.

By  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  860422-B8,  the  Governing  Board 
appointed  the  architectural  firm  of  Bay  Architects  Associates,  Inc.,  to 
provide  professional  architectural  services  for  the  design  and  construction  of 
an  elevator  for  the  physically  handicapped  at  John  Adams  Community  College 
Center.   The  resolution  also  authorized  the  Chancellor  Superintendent  and/or 
Vice  Chancellor,  Business,  to  negotiate  and  execute  a  contract  for 
professional  services  on  behalf  of  the  District. 

On  June  17,  1986,  the  District  entered  into  an  Agreement  for  Special 
Services  and  Advice  with  the  appointed  firm  to  perform  the  required  services 
in  connection  with  the  project. 

By  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  860715-B24,  the  Governing  Board 
authorized  Modification  No.l  to  the  Agreement  to  provide,  as  an  "extra 
service",  for  a  geologic  hazards  evaluation  and  geotechnical  analysis  of  the 
project  site  at  the  request  of  the  Office  of  the  State  Architect  (OSA) . 

The  geotechnical  engineer's  report  recommended  chemical  grouting  to 
stabilize  the  soil  under  and  around  the  existing  building  foundations  adjacent 
to  the  new  construction.  A  design  specification  for  this  work  was  included  in 
the  contract  documents  for  construction.   The  Office  of  the  State  Architect  is 
requiring  the  observation  by  the  geotechnical  engineer  of  both  the  injection 
of  chemical  grout  under  the  existing  foundations  and  the  foundation  materials 
exposed  in  the  excavation  for  the  elevator  shaft.   This  will  require  four  to 
six  visits  to  the  site  to  perform  his  observations  and  field  tests. 

Article  4  of  the  Architect's  Agreement,  provides  for  the 
authorization  of  "Extra  Services"  not  covered  under  the  "Basic  Services" 
provision  of  the  Agreement.   The  services  of  a  geotechnical  engineer  to 
perform  the  required  duties  would  be  classified  as  "Extra  Services". 

Therefore,  staff  recommends  that  the  Architect's  Agreement  be 
modified  to  authorize  the  required  "Extra  Services".
